criticism of what is miscalled the “capital­ 
istic system” 
that obtains in all civilized 
communities. 
Many bankers, financiers, 
and economists who should know better, 
speak of money as “capital,” 
currency as 
“capital,” and even bank credits as “capi­ 
tal,” whereas they are clearly nothing of 
the kind. 
There is no good excuse for this 
misuse of terms, since “capital” is clearly 
defined by universal usage as “wealth de­ 
voted to the production of more wealth.” 
Money, in so far as it is used to facilitate 
the exchange of wealth— useful labor pro­ 
ducts— is not capital, nor 
is 
currency— 
printed promises to pay money— capital in 
the true sense of the word. Money, cur­ 
rency, and bank credits, based on good se­ 
curities, represent wealth, but with the ex­ 
ception of the metal value of gold coin, are 
not in themselves wealth. 
The real wealth 
of a country 
is its improved 
lands, 
its 
houses, stores, factories, railways, and all 
other agencies for producing and distibut- 
ing the commodities needed by its inhabi­ 
tants. 
The paper certificates of ownership 
of any portion of this wealth might all be 
burned up overnight, yet there would be no 
less real wealth remaining. 
It is needful to restate these elemental 
facts in view of the absurd claim that if the 
United States, which does not hesitate in 
time of war to conscript the lives of mil­ 
lions of young men, should also conscript 
as much of the 
available 
wealth 
of the 
country as might be necessary to furnish 
munitions and equipment for carrying on 
the war, the owners of this wealth would 
hide it or send it abroad. 
It is only neces­ 
sary to state this assumption to show its 
absurdity. 
Buildings, factories, railways, 
machinery, the forms of wealth needed for 
the employment of labor in producing war 
material, can neither be hidden nor export­ 
ed. 
As a concrete instance, suppose that the 
Bethlehem Steel Company’s plant had been 
taken by the government when war w*as de­ 
clared 
against 
Germany.

Schwab and his associates “withdrawing 
their capital.” How would they have gone 
about it? 
They might have sent their se­ 
curities, shares of stock, etc., abroad, but 
that would not have had the slightest effect 
upon the plant’s capacity to make guns or 
build ships. Even though their bankers had 
hidden or sent abroad the money formerly 
used to meet the payroll, it would not in 
any way have hampered operation of the 
industry, since government promises to pay, 
issued in small denominations, would have 
been as acceptable to the public as those 
of the banks.

THE NEW TESTAMENT

Into Everyday American 
By PROF. EDGAR J. GOODSPEED, of

Paul stayed some time longer, and 
then made the brothers goodbye and 
sailed for Syria, with Priscilla and 
Aquilla. 
At Cenchreae he had his 
hair cut, because of a vow he had 
been under. 
When 
they 
reached 
Ephesus he left them there. He wen< 
to the synagogue there and had a dis­ 
cussion with the Jews. 
They asked 
him to «day longer, but he would not 
cor~*nt. 
He 
bade 
them goodbye, 
saying, 
“I will come back to you again if 
it is God’s will.” 
Then he 
sailed 
from 
Ephesus. 
When he -cached Caerarea, he went 
up to Jerusalem and paid his respects 
to the church, and then went on to 
Antioch. After spending some time 
there, he started 
out again, and 
traveled 
systematically 
through 
Galatia and Phrygia, reassuring all 
the disciples. 
A Jew named Apollos, a native of 
Alexandria, came to Ephesus. 
He 
was an eloquent man, skilled in the 
use of the Scriptures. 
He had had 
some instruction about the Way of 
the Lord, and he talked with burn­ 
ing zeal and taught painstakingly 
about Jesus, though he knew of no 
baptism but John’s. He spoke very 
confidently in the synagogue at first, 
but when Priscilla and Aquila heard 
him, they took him home and explain­ 
ed the w tv of God to him more cor­ 
rectly, 
As he wanted to cross to 
Greece, the brothers wrote to the dis- 
cip’is there, urging them to welcome 
him. On his arrival there he was of 
great service to those who through 
God’s favor had become believers, 
for he vigorously refuted the Jews in 
public, and showed from the Scrip­ 
tures that Jesus was the Christ. 
It was 
while 
Apollos 
was 
in 
Corinth that 
Paul, 
after 
passing 
through 
the 
interior, 
reached 
Ephesus. 
Finding 
some disciples 
there, he said to them, 
“Did you receive the holy Spirit 
when you became believers?” 
“No,” they said to him, “we never 
even heard that there was a holy 
Spirit.” 
“How them were you baptized?” 
he asked. 
“With John’s baptism,” they ans­ 
wered. 
’John’s baptism was a baptism in 
token of repentance,” said Paul, “and 
he told the people to believe in him 
who was to follow him, that is, in 
Jesus.” 
When they heard this, they were 
baptised in the nam$ of the Lord 
Jesus, and when Paul laid his hands 
on them, the holy Spirit came on 
them, and they spoke 
in 
foreign 
tongues and with prophetic inspira­ 
tion. 
There were about twelve of 
them in all. 
He went to the synagogue there, 
and for three months spoke confi- 
d ntly, holding discussions and try­ 
ing to persuade 
them 
about 
the 
Kingdom of God. But some of them 
were obstinate and refused to be 
lieve, finding fault with the Way 
t fore the people, he left them, and 
withdrew the disciples, and held daily 
discussions in the lecture-room of 
Tyrannus. 
This went on for two 
years, so that everyone who lived in 
Asia, Greeks as well as Jews, heard 
the Lord’s message. 
"od did such extraordinary wond­ 
ers by means of Paul that people took 
to the sick handkerchiefs or aprons 
he had used, and they were cured of 
their diseases, and the evil spirits 
went out of them. 
Some Jews who 
went 'rom place to place casting out 
demons tried to use the name of tie 


Lord Tesus in the cases cf people who 
had evil spirits in them, saying 
“I command you i. the name of 
Jesus whom Paul preaches!” 
A Tewish high priest named Sceva 
had seven sons who were doing this. 
P "‘ the evil spirit answered, 
“I know Jesus, and I know of Paul, 
but who are you?” 
And the man in whom the evil 
spirit was sprang at them, and over­ 
powered them all, with such violence 
that they ran out of the house tat­ 
tered and bruised. This came to be 
known to everyone 
who lived 
in 
Ephesus, Greeks as well as Jews, and 
great awe came over them all, and 
the name of the Lord Jesus came to 
be held in high honor. Man who be­ 
came be1 fevers would come and open­ 
ly confess their former practices. A 
number of people who had practiced 
magic brought out their books and 
burned them publicly. The value of 
these was estimated and found to 
be ten thousand dollars. So the Lord’s 
message went on growing wonderful­ 
ly in influences and power. 
After these events, Paul, under the 
Spirit's guidance, resolved to go to 
Jerusalem, and revisit Macedonia and 
Greece on the way. 
“After 1 have gone there,” he said 
“I must see Rome also.’ 
He sent two of 
his 
assistants, 
Timothy and Erastus, to Macedonia, 
while he stayed on for a while 
in 
Asia. 
Just at that time a great commo­ 
tion arose about the Way. A silver­ 
smith named Demetrius was making 
large profits for his work 
by 
the 
manufacture of silver 
shrines 
of 
Art mis. 
He got workmen 
in that 
and similar trades together, and said 
to them, 
“Men, you know that this business 
is the source of our prosperty, and 
you see and hear that not only in 
Ephesus but almost all over Asia, 
this man Paul has persuaded and 
drawn away numbers of people, tel­ 
ling them that gods made by human 
hands are not gods at all. 
There is 
danger, therefore, not only that this 
business of ours will be discredited, 
but also that the temple of the great 
goddess Athemis will be neglected 
and the magnificence of her whom all 
Asia and the world worship will be 
a thing of the past.'* 
When they heard this, they became 
very angry, and creid, 
“Great Artemis of Ephesus!” 
So the commotion spread all over 
the city, and by a common impulse 
the people rushed to 
the 
theatre, 
, dragging with them two 
Macedón 
iang, Gaius and Aristarchus, 
Paul’s 
traveling compaions. 
Paul wanted 
to go before the people himself, but 
the disciples would not allow i t Some 
of the religious authorities also, who 
were friends of his, sent to him and 
begged him not to venture into the 
theatre. Meanwhile the people were 
shouting, some one thing and some 
another, for the meeting was In con­ 
fusion, and most of them had 
no 
idea why they had come together. 
Some of the crowd called upon Alex­ 
ander, as the Jews had pushed him 
to the front, and he made a gesture 
with his hands and was going to 
speak in defense of them to the peo­ 
ple. But when they saw that he was 
a Jew, a great shout went up from 
them all, and they cried 
for 
two 
hours, 
“Great Artemis of Ephesus!” 
At last the recorder quited the 
mob and said,

Ieadcrthlp, attempted in July lL'17 
a coup d etat, w’hich was suppressed 
by the Petrograd Soviet and the Ker­ 
ensky government. 
From July 1917, until Lenine re- 
turned suddenly to Petrograd to be­ 
come almost over night the Dictator 
of Russia, he was in hiding.

gre hair, stood shulder to shoulder 
with him through the most important 
period in his career, participating in 
the direction of the political educa­ 
tion commission, and other commun- 
stie organizations.

Kilen, American missionary worker, 
who recently was rescued after hav­ 
ing been held captive for two weeks 
by Chinese bandits, ow~s her rescue 
to Gen. Wu-Pei-Fu, commander of the 
Northern Jrovinces, whose agents ne­ 
gotiated Chinese fashion for her re­ 
lease after the bandits had Deen prac­ 
tically surrounded. Details 
of the 
manner in which her rescue was ef­ 
fected and of her experiences were 
related by Maj. John Magruder, mili­ 
tary attache of the American lega 
tion, on 
his 
return 
today 
from 
Honin Province. 
During her captivity Mrs. Kilen. 
whose home is Northfield, Minn., con 
stantly was kept moving, seldom ob 
taining a whole night’s sleep, she 
told Major Magruder. 
Several times she was threatened 
with death. 
She was compelled to 
accompany the bandits on horseback 
and was 
forced 
to sleep at night 
without blankets. 
Major Magruder estimated there 
now about 1,000 armed bandits in the 
Juchow district 
where 
Mrs. Kileji 
was rescued. 
When the bandits took Mrs. Kilen 
in a raid on the Mission at Tsaoyang 
they shot and fatally wounded Pro! 
Bernhard Hoff, another American. 
The bandits at one time decided to 
kill Mrs. Kilen to throw off pursuit, 
but her life was saved by the argu­ 
ments of an aged member of the 
gang, after preparations were made 
for slaying her, according to Major 
Magruder. 
Hard 
preyed 
by 
government 
troops, pursuing them, the bandits 
decided they would get rid of the 
“foreign devil” who was responsible 
for the close pursuit. 
Mrs. Kilen wras taken to a ravine, 
which she described as a “beautiful 
spot” where she was to be slain. Her 
executioner already had been desig­ 
nated. 
“I was not afraid, however, because 
I did not believe God would allow me 
to die thus,” Mrs. Kilen is quoted 
as saying. 
“Noticing a hesitancy, and disput­ 
ing among the bandits, Mrs. Kilen 
asked the aged man, who was one of 
her captors, why they wished to kill 
her. She told him she was not afraid 
to die, but that it would be useless 
for them to kill her. The old bandit I 
went back to his 
companions and 
harangued them, declaring: 
“This good woman has done noth­ 
ing to deserve killing. I refuse." 
Mrs. Kilen then walked back to the 
camp, and the bandits almost immedi­ 
ately resumed their flight, with the 
troops at their heels. 
Mrs. Kilen said that she had been 
well treated by the bandits.

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not know definitely the amount spent 
or to be spent in the conduct of the 
award. 
You must realize that, as a 
m atter of ordinary 
good 
taste, I 
outght not be placed in the position of 
discussing the amount of money I am 
spending in a service I have under­ 
taken on behalf of the American peo­ 
ple.

“I am strengthened in my belief 
th at you have not the right to enter 
into my personal affairs. 
However, 
if you still differ with me on this 
point, and if the law gives you the 
right which you claim, there is no 
reason why you should not seek this 
from those w*ho can give you the defi­ 
nite information which I do not pos­ 
sess. 
As I told you yesterday, Mr. 
Cornelius X. Bliss, Jr., is the treas­ 
urer of the award and the Girard 
T rust Company of Philadelphia is the 
custodian of the fund at their dis­ 
posal for the purpose of the award. 
“From the questions asked by some 
of the members of your committee, 
it w*as strongly intimated that I w*as 
predisposed in favor of a particular 
kind of plan. 
It was likewise sug­ 
gested that the jury of award was 
also selected with the same predis­ 
position. 
“My absolute 
confidence 
in 
the 
jury of the American peace award is 
such that I believe they carried out 
the purpose of the award and select­ 
ed The 
most 
practicable 
plan by 
which the United States may cooper­ 
ate with other nations to achieve and 
preserve the peace of the world.’ 
“If, however, you do not share my 
confidence in Mr. Elihu Root, Gen. 
Jam es G. Harbord, Col. Edward M. 
House, Miss Ellen F. Pendleton, Dean 
Roscoe Pound, William Allen White 
and Brand Whitlock, I hereby make 
to your committee the following pro­ 
posal: 
“I will ask (and since the pow*er is 
theirs I can only ask) the policy com­ 
mittee of ihe American peace award 
that the 22,164 submitted plans be 
turned over to you}* committee, either 
as a committee of the senate or as in­ 
dividuals. 
If, in the judgment of 
your committee there is found a more 
practicable plan than the one select­ 
ed by the jury

which the United States may cooper­ 
ate with other nations to achieve and 
preserve the peace of the w*orld, I 
shall be glad to give to the author of 
the plan, selected by your committee 
the sum of one
